Public-school teachers of St. Louis 


want more pay.’ They are sending peti- 
tions to Supt. Ben Blewrtt in the ‘hope 
of influencing ‘fim to recommend in- 
creases of salary to the Board of Edu- 
cation, which will. fix salaries for the 
ensuing year at the July meeting. It 


is understood the teachers want a 10 
per cent increase. 

Mr. Biewett says his recommendations 
will be based on the amount of money 
in sight more than on the desires of the 
teachers as expressed in their petitions. 

The superintendent admitted Saturday 
that he had received a number of pe- 
gitions, asking that salaries be in- 
creased. Some were received Saturday 
morning, he said, but he did not know 
what th6y contained, as he had not read 
them.

Club, the teachers’ ,association, had 
called on him thrée or four weeks ago, 
following action by the club, and had 
presented to him the reasons why the 
teachers thought they ought to have a 
raise this year.

LONDON, May: 7.—The ‘sudden death 
of King Edward has ‘staggered the 
English nation. Only. 10. days ago he:re- 
turned from a pleasure trip ‘to ‘Biarritz, 
and only recently he was conducting the 
business of state and giving audiencés. 


That the King’s end was hastened: by 
worry over the unprecedented » political 
conditions confronting .Engiard is sadly 
admitted by -his friends. 

Seyeralt important and long-planned 
official events must be abandoned as the 
result of the death ef thé monarch who 
had ruled Britain so popularly fer nine 
years. Among. those wiil’ be abandon- 
ment. of the principal functions: of ex- 
President Roosevelt's tour, as far: as 
England. is coneerned. 

In.one of his last wakefu! intervals 
the dying King said: 

“Well, it is all over, 
I have done my duty.”’ 

For some hours prior to his death 
the King ‘had: been comatase.

LONDON, May 7.-—It is a curious fact 
about King Edward th@ while his pop- 
ularity with his subjects at large was 
unsurpassed, those whe knew him inti- 
mately rarely expressed much affection 
for him, theugh they undoubtedly re- 

spected him. 

He was a martinet in his circle. He 
hed great qualities as a King, among 
them the rare gift of always doing the 
happy, tactful, agreeable thing in public. 
In fact he was a vern actor, who knew 


dpreciasely the value of every werd and 


gesture in the eye of his audience. In 
his personal relations he exacted defer- 
ence and respect, and the slightest over- 
stepping of the boundary separating the 
subject from the sovereign he rarely 
forgave, if intentional or the result of 
carelessness. 

He treated servants and dependents 
kindly, but, unlike his mother, he insist- 
ed that they work and any slackness 
was surely punished.

often were not acceptable to the gov- 
ernment of the day, there were frequent 
difficulties between him and Haldane. 


Influenced by Women. 

Haldane was long credited with ap- 
pealing to Mrs. George Keppel to 
smooth over these troubles, and she Was 
invariably successful when allother in- 
fluences failed. 

The King liked to have handsome and 
amusing wemen about him, but he was 
not what is ecalled.a ‘‘gallant.""

On the following day the lad reported 
the case to his comrades, and showed 
them his blackened eye. *It was tmme- 
Giately decided by the beys ‘to hold a 
Grum-head court martial in the gun 
room.

The reyal culprit was seized by four 
of the sailors and held face downward 
while the Middy with the disfigured 
eye, his sleeves rolled up to his el- 
bows, carried out the sentence of the 
court. 

When the Prince was released he was 
furious with rage and mortification and 
threatened all sorts of things. But a 
few hours after he thought better of

ing him do double duty. 


HILE on @ three-years’ tour of 
the Mediterranean stories of his 
morganatic marriage to Miss Sey- 
mour, &. daughter of an Admiral in the 
british navy at Valetta, Malta, 
began te be heard in pubhe. The stories 
were authoritatively. denied by the 
British admiralty. 
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colonies. But this and 
speeches, also appealing to imperialist 
sentiment, are known to have been writ- 
ten by @ well-known journalist. 

Since the present constitutional . crisis 
arose,. the new King was oftener in the 
royal seat of the peers’ gallery in the 
House of Commons than ever before. 
Taken in conjunction with the then 
rumored serious condition of King Ed- 
ward at Biarritz, it suggested that the 
Prince was familiarizing himeelf with 
the views of both sides in the contest 
with a view of his"own possible ascent 
to the throne in the near future. 

Hie face,. when listening to the most 
striking and impassioned speeches, 

rfectly expressioniess, almost blank. 
Theugh there is always someone be- 
hind him whom he knows, he neyer ex- 
changes a word with anybody. He al- 
ways looks serious except when playing 
with his children, the only society that 
ever takes him out of himself. 

His presence is a damper on any in- 
timate social gathering, though he has 
no intention of interfering with his 
friends’ pleasure. His conversation con- 
sista mostly of uninteresting, often 
trivial, questions on points which any- 
one of ordinary intelligence should be 
acquainted with. 

His accession to the throne is expected 
to produce a complete revolution in court 
circles. His only clearly developed trait 
is a marked preférence for the old En- 
glish nobility over Americans or foreign 
plutocrats. It is predicted that the 
Anglo-American contingent here will no 
longer shine in the court galaxy. The 
new Queen has not a single — friend 
among them.

EMBEZZLERS FREE T0 LOOT 
THE U. S. SUBTREASURIES 


House Committee Reports Stat- 


utes Are Inadequate for Proper » 


Prosecution. 
In.refusing to order an investigation 


of the shortages in the Subtreasury | 


and Custom House at Sst. Louis, the 
House Committee on Expenditures of 
Congress, according to a Washington 
dispatch, virtually admits that the stat- 
utes are inadequate for the prosecution 
of "embezzlers of Government money. 

The committee declared in its report 
that it found no statute making falsi- 
fication of books or transmission of 
false reports ‘o the National Treasury 
by employes of officials of subtreas- 
uries a criminal offense. 

The committee attached to its report 
a copy of a bill intended to correct 
the defect. 

A demand, was made. upon. the. com- 
‘tittee for an inyestigation of the 
shortage of $61,500 in the St. 
Louis Subtreasury during the term of 
Thomas J..Akins, now Postmaster. A 
demand was also made for. the inves- 
tigation ofthe Custom House. under 
Charles F. Gallenkamp on account of 
the shortage of Alonzo E. Shriner. 

The report -again  exonerates 
Akins from responsibility for the 
shortage of $61,500. It is stated that 
the shortage was the result of a 
plain case of stealing by those in im- 
mediate touch with the money of the 
Subtreasury.

FOUR OTHER DEMANDS 


Mention Also Made of Grain 
Speculation and White 
_ Slave Traffic. 


A “declaration of independence,” con- 
taining six demands on the President 
and Congress, was adopted Saturday 
by the National Farmers’ Convention 
at..an executive meeting held in the 
q@nilly and unlighted Coliseum. 

The demands contained in the declara- 
tion are for (1) postal savings banks, 
(2) parcels post, (3) prohibition of specu- 
lation in grain and farm products, (4) 
larger appropriations by the Govern- 
ment for agricultural interests, 5) re- 
striction of immigration by a head tax 
and an illiteracy test, (6) restriction of 
‘white slave’’- traffic, . 

After the text of the declaration had 
been agréed on, the 150 delegates pres- 
ent signed their names to the lower 
half of a blank scroll, and instructed 
the secretary to have the declaration 
copied in india ink on the upper half. 

Copy for Each Official. 

It fig then planned to have photo-en- 
graved reproductions made of the de- 
claration, and to send topics of these 
to the President and to each member 
of Congress and officer of the Gov- 
ernment at Washington. The original 
will be sent to the Library of Congress, 
with the request that it be placed in 
the nation’s archives. , 

The executive session protruded some- 
what into the regular morning program 
of the convention, but this did not make 
much difference, as none of. the outside 
speakers scheduled for the mornmine 
were present. 

Senator LaFollette,“of Wisconsin, Gov. 
Norris, of Montana, B. G. Lewis, Mayor 
of University City and Tom L. Cannon, 
secretary of the Conventions Bureau and 
official host to the farmers, were to 
have appeared, but didn’t. The heat 
Was not turned on, and until 11:15 
o’clock there was no light except the 
faint rays admitted by the windows. 

Night Rider Tales Told, 

In the gloom, which formed an ap- 
propriate setting for such a theme, the 
delegates heard R. L. Barnett of Nash- 
ville, Ky., tell of his experience with 
the night riders. 

Barnett undertook to organize a co- 
operative. union in his seetion at about 
the time that the tobacco war started, 
and many. of the night riders, he said, 
regarded him as a teal of the Tobacco 
Trust. ,

them. 

President Barrett of the Piaipinttinn 
indorsed the speaker’s remarks, telling 
the delegates that ‘‘some of you night 
riders’’ needed to hear just such a talk.

J. W. Brislawn of Davenport, Wash., 
said the farmers ought to educate 
their sons in the back to the farm 
idea by staying on the farm them- 
selves, and by bringing to the farm 
“a lit*‘le education, a little music, a 
little art and a little of the moving 
pictures of life.” 

W. J. Spillman of Washington in-

The author 
deserves some praise for not succumb- 
ing to the current’ habit of novelizing a 
drama—that anomaly which has come 
with the dramatizing of novels. The 
play has four acts, in which there is a 
little bit too much talk for American 
audiences, which, as a rule, want things 
to “happen” and mistake exits and en- 
trances for happenings. It is dedicated 
“To that unusual combination—a man- 
ager and a friend, Mr. Henry B. Har- 
ris," who brought out the piece. While 
there is something charming about the 
play, it does not seem logical and strong 
enough to grip. The subject in the 
hands of a French or a German dramat- 
ist would have given birth to a great 
piece of dramatic writing. Conditions 
among ‘the English-speaking people are 
such that the author who/undertakes to 
portray passion must do it over-cau- 
tiously. The result is usually some- 
thing weak, emasculated. “Children of 
Destiny” should have been handled all 
through with the liberty that Buropean 
writers would employ, or it should have 
been left alorie. 

The foregoing should not be inter- 
preted, however, to mean that the play 
has no merit. For, indeed, it has merit, 
and this, should receive the recognition 
it deserves, particularly since it repre- 
sents an effort on the part of an Amer- 
ican wrifer who is beginning to turn his 
attention to the serious things in drama.

of his disposition, 

His personal qualities endeared him to his 
people long before he became King, and almost 
every foreigner who met him felt the influence 
of his charm. It was long ago said of him that 
he had more friends than any other man in the 
world.. Once an Américan woman said to him: 
“If Great Britain should become a republic, what 
would you do?" “1 should stay where I am,” he 
replied, “and run for the presidency.” There can 
be no question that he would have been elected. 

The higher qualities of his nature were not 
widely known until after he became King. With- 
out display of ambition or undue exercise of 
royal authority, he at once showed himself the 
foremost statesman’ in his empire. He found 
Great Britain isolated and procured for her a 
place in the concert of Europe, backed by the 
support of France and Russia. He almost ‘sep- 
arated Italy from the German and Austrian alli- 
ance. He certainly established between Italy and 
France a sense of friendly sympathy that prom- 
ises an enduring peace. 

In British politics the death of the King will 
cause something of a crisis, owing to the contest 
over the House of Lords, The constitution re- 
quires the election of a new Parliament for the 
new King. That means another hotly contested 
fight before the people. It means moreover that 
a number of new. peers must be created in ac-

Effects of Foreign Labor Influx. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

While not disputing the conclusion shown by Sec- 
retary Wilson in regard to high prices being par- 
tially caused by the pressure of population upon the 
means of subsistence—that pressure has certainly 
been intensified by monopolistic methods entered 
into by the large protected interests which have 
absolute free trade in the importation of the foreign 
pauper labor itself, from whose products. they have 
absolute protection. But that their wholesale im- 
portation of foreign cheap labor from . southeast 
Europe and western Asia has increased our total 
population as Secretary Wilson asserts is denied by 
Directors of the United States Census and was 
found untrue by the industrial commission which 
says, page 278, volume XV: “It is a hasty assump- 
tion to say recent foreign immigration has increas- 
ed our. total population.”’ 

It was proved by Director Francis A. Walker and 
the Commission’s investigation that owing to the 
large number of “‘birds of passage,”” causing race 
suicide in the northeast, where about ninety per 
cent of the present new alien influx settles to work 
at any thing and any wage for a few years until 
they can return to Southeast Europe, Western Asia 
and Northern Africa with their parsimonious savings 
—were ‘grasshopper. immigrants,’’ John: Temple 
Graves called them—so different and difficult of 
assimilation as compared with the good old Ger- 
mans, Dutch, Scotch, Irish, etc., that used to come 
before the foreign steamships shifted our immi- 
gration’'s source from those countries, which, with 
the exception of old Jreland, have greater and den- 
ser populations than ever before, to the much more 
profitable traffic of the Mediterranean countries, so 
different from us in race, politics, standard, ideals, 
and everything that goes to make up our civiliza- 
tion; the foreign influence has taken the place of 
the possible native influx. 

Francis A. Walker, directing our census of 1870 
and 1880, said, the Industrial Commission substan- 
tiated his statements, that this new influx is a 
substitution for and not an addition to our popu- 
lation, and proved it,.among other statistical ways, 
by showing how its ruinous eompetition stifled the 
native increase in every locality where it went in 
the northeast—inducing “race suicide’’—by causing 
late marriages, old bachelors, old maids, and small, 
if any, families, among the common people, while 
the population of the South, for instance, without 
any foreign immigration increased as fast or faster 
out of its own loins than the population of the 
Northeast did from both these sources.

NEW YORK, May 7.—The Evening 
Post in its copyrighted financial review 
today Says: f | 

“The London Stock Exchange was 
closed today, because of King Edward's 
death, and an early meeting of the gov- 
ernurs of our Stock Exchange decided to 
close here also, as a mark of interna- 
tional respect. Absence of trading for 
the account of London left to some ex~- 
tent in doubt the attitude which that 
market will. assume on.the final news 
from the King. Cable advices were to 
the effent, however, that hothing in the 
nature of consternation or panic had 
made itself felt today ih London in 
financial circles and a feeling appeared 
to exist that, with the two-day inter- 
ruption of speculative business, with 
the opportunity thereby obtained for 
calm and intelligent survey of the situ- 
ation, disturbance of markets may be 
reduced to a minimum. 

This is particularly important in view 
of the present speculative position of 
the English public. Financial London 
has talked politics for so many weeks, 
and,in so seemingly anxious a frame of 
mind that the surest result of King 
Edward's death, so far as concerns the 
point of. view of Lombard street will be
